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For Line Fill and Testing 


Pincher Creek Gas Now 
Filling New Trunk Line 


British American Oil’s $25,000,- 
000 gas processing and sulphur 
plant at Pincher Creek, Alta., has 
begun delivering processed gas to 
the Alberta Gas Trunk Line for 
the purpose of line fill and testing. 

This is the first of a series of 
steps which will link the Pincher 
Creek field with Eastern markets. 
The field will be the largest single 
supplier to the Trans-Canada Pipe 
Line when the latter goes into 
operation. Gas from the Pincher 
Creek field will be delivered to 
Trans-Canada at the Alberta- 
Saskatchewan border through the 
Alberta Gas Trunk Line, and it 
is from this feeder line that gas 
will be taken to supply the pro¬ 
jected Barons-Vulcan natural gas 
line. 

First delivery of processed gas to 
the Alberta Gas’ Trunk Line was 
made upon completion of British 
American’s Stage II plant at Pin¬ 
cher Creek, which has been under 
construction since early in 1957. 

Regular delivery of gas will be¬ 
gin Nov. 1, under tr 25-year con¬ 
tract betwetn British American 
and Trans-Canada. It is estimated 
that the pipe line will lake an 
average of 70 million cubic feet a 
day during the first year. 

In addition to gas for Trans- 
Canada, the Stage II plant at Pin¬ 
cher Creek will produce large 
quantities of sulphur, condensule, 
propane and butane — all of 
which are caluclated 1o encourage 
the development of secondary in¬ 
dustries in Western Canada.

Check the Fire Hazards 

With the inevitable approach of winter and much 
colder weather, this would be an opportune time to 
give some extra thought to fire protection. Furnaces 
will soon be going full blast and fire hazards can be 
reduced by having them in good operating condition. 
Among the most common causes of fire in rural Cana¬ 
dian homes are those originating from cooking and 
heating equipment. 

Fire insurance companies list the following as 
frequent causes of farm fires: chimneys of sub¬ 
standard construction; sparks from dirty chimneys; 
faulty smoke pipes and stove installations; seasonal 
grass and bush fires; spontaneous ignition bf hay; 
worn-out shingle roofs; lighted lanterns; mis-use of 
electrical equipment; threshing or other operations 
with gasoline powered engines: matches, or smoking 
in bams or other farm buildings, and finally lightning. 

Most fires originating from this list could be pre¬ 
vented by checking on faulty equipment, for the time 
to prevent a Fire is before it starts. Chimney and 
smoke pipes can be inspected and cleaned and repaired 
where necessary, gasoline can be stored away from 
main buildings, oily rags never left lying about. Even 
lightning can be guarded against by arresters. 

An excellent fire prevention on a farm is a roof 
ladder. Keep a few buckets of water ready for use and 
a number of water barrels at suitable points is an add¬ 
ed precaution. But they are worse than useless if the 
water is frozen solid should an emergency arise, so 
choose a relatively warm place. 

A reliable fire extinguisher is also a good invest¬ 
ment, particularly if suitable'to handle grease and 
gasoline fires. It »/ill often be enough to scotch an in¬ 
cipient fire and prevent disaster.
